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Scarcely less eventful than that of 
the main body of the Church had been 
the history of the remnant at Nauvoo, 
after the departure of the Twelve ; a 
condensed narrative of which we must 
give, culminating in the famous “ Bat- 
tle of Nauvoo,” and the evacuation of 
that devoted city. 

In April, ere the vanguard of the 
pioneers had got fairly on their jour- 
ney west, the anti-Mormons again 
bevan to rise, and Governor Ford sent 
a small force into Hancock Cyunty, 
ostensibly to preserve the peace, but 
really to spur the Mormons in their 
flight. On the 16th of that month, 
the officer in command addressed the 
en to the editor of the Hancock

As the reader is aware, there was 
no such terms of stipulation, that the 
Mormons would evacuate their city 
by the lst of May. They had been 
leaving, company after company, as 
fast as possible. It was not in human 
efforts to do more than they had dine. 
One of Major Warren’s reports in the. 
Quincy W hig of May 20, 1846, will 
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give to the reader the other side of 
the picture : 

‘*The Mormons are leaving the city 
with all possible dispatch. During 
the week four hundred teams have 
crossed at three points, or about 1,350 
souls. The demonstrations made by 
the Mormon population are unequivo- 
cal. They are leaving the State, and 

reparing to leave, with every means 
od and nature have placed in their 
hands. This ought to be satisfactory. 

** A man of near sixty years of age, 
living about seven miles from this 
= (Nauvoo), was taken from bis 

ouse @ few nights since, stripped of 
his clothing, and his back cut to pieces 
with a whip, for no other reason than 
because he was a Mormon, and too 
old to make a successful resistance. 
Conduct of this kind would disgrace a 
horde of savages.” 

Early in June a public meeting was 
called at Carthage to make arrange- 
ments for the Fourth of July, but the 
“‘crusade” coming uppermost, even 
above the celebration of our national 
independence, the meeting resolved 
itself into an anti-Mormon one, and 
delegates were appointed to hold a 
conference with a committee of the 
*‘new settlers” who were succeeding 
the Mormons in Nauvoo. Accordingly, 
a delegation from Nauvoo attended 
the conference at Carthage on the 12th 
of June, where they found an armed 
force ready to march against their 
city ; but, after a hurried consulta- 
tion, it was agreed to march them 
within four miles of Nauvoo, giving 
the new citizens the privilege of send. 
ing a committee of nine, to meet a 
similar committee of nine from the 
anti-Mormons, to confer on the all- 
prevailing subject. 

The anti-Mormons stated that they 
wished to march their force into Nau- 
voo, to see if the Mormons were 
leaving, but the new citizens’ com- 
mittee promptly objected. It was 
then pro that companies of fifty 
at a time should march in, which was 
also rejected, and it was declared that 
no armed force, without legal autho- 


_, Tity, would be permitted to enter the 


of illegal proceedings 
to by the mob, to get 


custody the most active members 
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of the new citizens’ committee, and 
they went even so far as to threaten 
to lynch them. At length W. E. 
Clifford, President of the Trustees of 
the town of Nauvoo, wrote a letter to 
Governor Ford for assistance, to pro- 
tect the town against the mob faction. 

In response to the trustees of Nan- 
voo, the Governor sent Major Parker 
to defend the city. Major Parker 
issued a proclamation to Hancock 
County, commanding all good citizens 
to return to their homes. 

Previous to this, the mob had got a 
certain John Carlin, till then unknown 
to fame, deputized as a special con- 
stable to serve writs upon members of 
the new citizens’ committee, and by 
this time the ambitious mobocrat had 
become sufficiently famous to reply to 
the proclamation, placing himself 
above its authority. Major Parker 
answered that, if Carlin’s posse did 
not disperse, he should regard them 
as a mob, and treat them as such ; to 
which Carlin rejoined that he should 
do the same with Parker and his men. 
Nor was the mobocrat worsted by the 
State ‘authorities, for he raised an 
army of a thousand men, officered and 
equipped for a campaign, and gave 
the command of it to Colonel Single- 
ton. Major Parker now, in behalf of 
the State, concluded to consider Carlin 
and his compeers his equals, and to 
make a treaty with them; and, in 
order that they might be fully satisfied, 
he agreed to all the terms of their 
officers. | 

Colonel Singleton submitted the 
 aaageen of the treaty to his men, 

ut they manifested their disapproba- 
tion so decidedly that he resigned his 
command and published the following : 


Carthage, IIl., 
11 o'clock, p.m., Sept. 8, 1846. 


Messrs. Smith, Reynolds, and Parker, 


Gentlemen: I have submitted to 
the officers of my command, for their 
ratification, the articles of peace this 
day concluded between us, and I am 
sorry that they have been rejected. I 
consider that the Mormon population 
in Nauvoo have agreed to as much as 
a reasonable or feeling man could ask. 
You will, therefore, consider me no 
longer connected in any way with the 
camp in its future proceedings. Col.

Chittenden has likewise retired. 
Respectfully yours, etc., 
James W. SINGLETON. 
The Warsaw Signal thus explained : 
‘* When this compromise was under 
consideration, the aspect of affairs in 
the camp was gloomy indeed. The 
number of men were reduced to about 
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four hundred, and it required all the 
energies of ‘old Tom’ (Thomas 8. 
Brockman) to keep them together. 
When it was, however, fully under- 
stood that the treaty had been re- 
jected, the gloom wore off, and all 
seemed anxious to bring things to an 
immediate crisis.”

We approach thee as thy children, 
thy servants and handmaidens, to 
offer our thanks unto thee, in the 
name of Jesus Christ our Savior, and

time, and accept of our gratitude and

We ask thee, in the name of 
Jesus Christ thy Son, that thou wilt 
hide up the treasures of the earth, 
that no more may be found in this 
section of the country. Wilt thou, 
u Father, rule and overrule in this? 
But we say not our will, but thy 
will be done. We do humbly pray 
that thou wilt preserve thy people 
from the inducements which these 
erishable things offer, which are 
liable to decoy the minds of thy 
Saints from the principles of the 
holy Gospel, that they go not ‘after 
the things of this world, and canee 
that these things may not come in 
their path to tempt them or lead 
them astray ; but that thy people may 
live in these valleys to glorify thy 
naine, and to rear their children -in 
thy fear and in the knowledge of 
thy Gospel. 

Wilt thou, O Lord, bless each one 
now before thee, and biess the ground, 
this Temple site, this hill and the 
hills and valleys round about, aud the 
waters and the atmosphere, and the 
elements pertaining to this valley, 
that the same may be blessed and 
sanctified before the Lord? Give 
unto thy servants and handmaidens 
wisdom to use the gifts that thou art 
bestowing upon them, that they may 
not dispose of their substarce uuwise- 
ly, but that they may take care of it 
and waste nothing, storing up that 
which thou givest them. Inspire 
the hearts of thy servants so that 
they may know how to procure the 
things of this earth, and to make 
use of the same for the building up 
of thy kingdom on the earth. Bless, 
O our Father, and pour out tby Spirit 
upon thy people to this end. 

Preserve thy servants who may 
work on this building from every 
accidemt and every evil, both in 
handling the rock and the poles for 
putting up the scaffolding and in 
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removing it, and also in procuring 
the lime and the sand, that no accident 
inay befall any of them.

rae], that thon wilt hold in remem. 
brance the wicked and ungodly men 
who delight in their wickedness, who 
fight against thee and thy truth, and 
who feel to despise and deride thy 
holy Priesthood, and who heed not 
thee nor thy ways, but who delight 
in wickedness continually, and who 
will turn not therefrom. Have mercy 
upon such as will hearken unto thy 
counsel and repent before thee, and 
those who will harden themselves in 
iniquity and continue so to do and 
will not repent, remove them out of 
their places that they may be known 
no more, and may they not have power 
to hurt nor injure thy servants, thy 
cause, or thy people. 

We also ask thee, O God, our Fa- 
ther, to bless our families, and thy 
Saints everywhere, and bless the 
good and the virtuous ail over the 
earth.

Receive our thanks, and the dedi- 
cation of this land, and our future 
work in rearing a Temple to thy 
name, all of which we ask in the 
name of Jesus Christ, our}Savior and 
Redeemer.

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REMARKS BY PRESIDENT BRIGHAM YOUNG,: 


At the close of the Prayer, Dedicating the Site of the Temple at Manti, Sanpete 
County, Wednesday Afternoon, April 26, 1877. , 


We now call upon the people, 
through the several Bishops who 
reside in this and the neighboring 
settlements for men to come here 
with teams and wagons, plows and 
scrapers, picks anu shovels, to pre- 
e this ground for the inason-work, 

t this work be commenced forth- 
vith; and as soon as possible we 
shall expect from 50 to 100 men every 
working day throughout the season to 
labor here. 

We intend building this Temple 
for ourselves, and we are abundantly 
able to do it; therefore no man need 
come here to work expecting wages for 
his services. The neighboring settle- 
ments will send tneir men, and they 
can be changed whenever, and as often 
as, desirable ; and they cam vet cre- 
dit on Labor Tithing or on Donation 
Account for their services, and we 
expect them to work until this Tem- 
ple is completed without asking for 
wages. It is not in keeping with 
the character of Saints to make the 
building of Tewples a matter of mer- 
-chandize. 

We want to rear this Temple with 
clean bhauds and pure hearts, that 
we, with our children, may enter 
into it to receive our wasbings and 
anointinys; the keys and ordinan- 
‘ces of the holy Priesthood; and 
-also to officiate in the same for our 
fathers aod mothers and our fore- 
fathers who lived and died without 
the Gospel, that they with us may 
be made partakers of the fruits of 
the tree of life, and live and rejoice 
in our Father’s kingdom. 

The Gospel is free, its ordinances 
are free, and we are at liberty to rear 
this Temple to the name of the Lord 
without charging anybody for our 
services. 


We call upon the sisters also to 
render what assistance they can in 
this matter. They can do a great 
deal by way of encouraging their 
husbands and sons, and also by 
making clothing of various kinds for 
them, and in otherwise providing for 
them while they are working here, 

Now, Bishops, if any person should 
enquire what wages is to be paid for 
work done on this Temple, let the 
answer be, ‘‘ Not one dime.” And 
when the Temple is completed, we will 
work in God’s holy house without 
inquiring what we are going to get, 
or who is going to pay us, but we 
will trnst in the Lord for our rewar 
and he will not forget us. ‘ Behol 


‘the fowls of the air (says the Savior) 


for they sow not, neither do they reap, 
nor gather into barns; yet your hea- 
venly Father feedeth them. Are ye 
not much better than they?” 

Let this work be commenced without 
delay. Building cannot be performed 
Lere in the winter, as in St. George. 
The rearing of this Temple will have 
to be done in the milder portions of 
the season, when the air is free from 
frost. 

God bless you, brethren and sis- 
ters; we hope and pray that yva 
will be inspired to perform this work 
with honor to yourselves and glory to 
God. This is the work of the latter 
days that we are engaged in, and this 
is the way that Zion is to be built up. 
We will continue our labors at home, 
and we will carry the Gospel to all the 
nations of the earth, to the whole 
House of Israel, and the good work 
of redemption and salvation will con- 
tinue until all is completed, and Jesus 
presents the kingdom to the Father.

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POLYGAMY.

Let us hear what ‘‘ Gail Hamilton” 
says, concerning her sex, on this sub- 
ject: ‘‘ There is not one woman in a 
million who would not be married if 
she could have a chance. How do I 
know? Just as I know that the stars 
are now shining in the sky, though ’tis 
high noon. I never sawa star at noon- 
day ; but I know it is the nature of 
stars to shine in the sky, and of the 
sky to hold its stars. Genius or fool, 
rich or poor, beauty or the beast, if 
marriage were what it should be, what 
God meant it to be, what even with 
the world’s present possibilities, it 
might be, it would be the Elysium, 
the sole complete Elysium of woman, 
yes, and of man. Greatness, glory, 
usefulness, await her other-wheres ; 
but here alone all her powers, all her 
being, can find full play.

Another objector claims that poly- 
gamy was a part of the ceremonial law 
of Moses, which was done away in 
Christ. This conclusion, like many 
others, is founded on sand. Pely- 
gamy, like monogamy, existed before 
the institution of the ritualistic laws 
of Moses ; nor did Jesus do away with 
the law, but ‘‘came to fulfill it,” for 
he says, ‘‘not one jot or tittle shall 
go unfulfilled.” 

Anti-polygamists innocently ask that 
if polygamy was a divine institution, 
why was it not expressly advoeated ? 
We will ask, why was not monogamy 
expressly advocated 

In olden times, and in our Savior’s 
day, fruitfulness of mankind was al- 
ways esteemed a blessing, and signal 


manifestation of God’s favor; while | 


on the other hand, barrenness was 
regarded as a retribution and curse, 
This, too, is very logical ; in the abun- 
dant fruits of the earth and the in- 
crease of flocks and herds, we. see and 
acknowledge the hand of God bearing 
us up and onward; but where the 
opposite obtains, the same hand bears 
us down, plainly expressing divine 
disfavor. This will apply in the de- 
velopment and increase of all other 
prosperities, why should the multipli- 
cation of our own species be an ex- 
ception 

King David maintains (Psalms 
exxvii, 3, 4, 5,) that ‘‘ children are an 
heritage of the Lord, and the fruit of 
the womb is his reward ; as arrows are 
in the hands of a mighty man so are 
children of the youth; happy is the 
man that hath his quiver full of them.” 

If this is all true—and who can 
doubt it—why seal up the fountains 
of life, and prohibit the universal 
exercise of lawful matrimonial fran- 
chise ? 

The Psalmist further says (cvii, 41,) 
on the same subject, ‘‘ God setteth the 
peor on high from affliction, and 
maketh him ‘families like a flock.’” 
In Jeremiah xxii, 30, it is written, 
‘‘Thus saith the Lord, write ye this. 
man (Coniah) ‘childless ;’ a man that 
shall not prosper in his days, for no 
man of his seed shall prosper.” 

Children, with the ‘* Mormons,” 
are always welcomed and esteemed as. 
among the very greatest gifts of God. 

Even ladies sometimes, but rarely, 
venture the question, ‘‘ Why not allow 
women to have more than one hus- 
band?” The reason is obvious; it 
would be in direct contravention to 
God’s law, and the laws of nature. 
Polyandry destroys the fruitfulness of 
women, produces disease and death, 
and doubtful paternity in case of acci- 
dental increase. ‘‘ But is not poly- 
gamy a fruitful cause of jealousy ?” 
asks the querist. We answer—Are 
there any jealousies or heart-burnings. 
in monogamic relations? Is jealousy 
a virtue ora vice? Is it not the child 
of selfishness, and consequently sin- 
ful? We should not give way to, but 
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strive to conquer selfishness, as we 

would any other evil passion. Jea- 

lousy and divorce, with us, are com- 
atively rare. 

Now as to the impurity of polygamy. 
Those who charge us with sensvality 
in its practice pay themselves a very 
unenviable compliment, by attributing 
to us the same impulses that would 
actuate them in its observance. 
‘‘From the abundance of the heart the 
mouth speaketh.” 

As we cannot find a single word or 
sentiment within the lids of the Bible 
against the patriarchal order of mar. 
riage, commonly called polygamy, and 
as we have seen incidents where it has 
even been commanded, we are cer- 


tainly justified in concluding that its’ 


practice was lawful in the sight of 
God, angels, Jesus, his Apostles, and 
all the Prophets and Priests of the 
Divine Record. None of these ever 
failed in the denunciation of crimes of 
all kinds, but not a word passed their 
lips against polygamy. 

God told Ezekiel (iii, 17, 18, 19,) 
that the sins of the people should 
attach to his skirts if he failed to de- 
nounce their wickedness ; but in look- 
ing his prophetic book through we 
find no condemnation of polygamy, 
notwithstanding the king and people 
were practising it. Jesus and his 
Apostles ever and anon were alludiny 


to existing crimes, always enumerating 


adultery, fornication, lying, stealing, 
etc., but not once did they rebuke the 
people for practising polygamy. Nearly 
the entire tribe of Benjamin was des- 
troyed because of the dual sin of 
adultery, and the murder of the 
Levite’s wife. Ananias and his wife 
were stricken dead for lying to the 
Holy Ghost. Paul, in his epistle to 
the Romans, chap. 1, 2, and 3, chroni- 
cles a painful list of prevalent crimes, 
and in 37th Psalm we are repeatedly 
assured that ‘‘the seed of the evil 
doer shall be rooted out of the earth,” 
but no allusion is made to polygamy 
in connection with any of these enor- 
mities. 
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John the Baptist was beheaded 
because he denounced King Herod’s 
adultery with his brother’s wife, while 
he failed to even allude to the plural 
relations of Herod’s father, who was 
then the husband of nine wives. (See 
Josephus. ) 

In John the Revelator’s severe 
denunciation of the members of the 
seven churches of Asia, for the gross 
sins ascribed to them, the Bible order 
of plaral marriage is not once referred 
to. 
In view of the divine blessings 
vouchsafed to Bible polygamists, and 
the entire withholding of such favors 
from their opponents, would it not be 
in far better taste if the modern anti- 
polygamist were to keep his sips sealed 
on the subject of patriarchal marriage? 
What does it argue if A, living in 
practical polygamy, is visited by 
angels, has divinely inspired d 
visions, and revelations, himself and 
sons exalted to positions of honor and 
power, his family healed, his dead 
raised, his wives made fruitful, his 
flocks and herds multiplied, all by the 
power of God; while B, who is an 
anti-polygamist, is not the recipient 
of any such special favors ? 

Is it reasonable to suppose that the 
modern Pharisee, with his antipathy 
to polygamy, will be welcomed to the 
heaven of Abraham, Jacob, Moses, 
David, Gideon, Hosea, and numerous 
other polygamists; or be admitted 
within the holy precincts of the New 
Jerusalem, on whose pearly gates the 
names of the twelve polygamic tribes 
of Israel are inscribed? We ask these 
questions seriously. 

For uninspired men, utterly barren 
of special divine favors, to censure the 
ancient patriarchs, propbets, kings and 
priests (who held converse with God — 
and angels), because of their domestic 
relations, is the very essence of pre- 
sumption; and to their shame this 
conclusion is made far more apparent, 
when we compare the general piety 
of the people then and now.

“LIVE YOUR RELIGION.’ 


THE sententious, pithy sentence lives, when a long drawn out statement perishes 
by its own weight ; the key to brevity is held by few; concentration as an 
intellectual or literary art is one of the last things men learn, to be diffuse is 
common, ordinary speakers and writers use (so to speak) ‘‘ scattering shot-;” 
one advantage,—nearly the only one of modern pulpit practice, is to exhaust 
a single text, the mental training this gives is advantageous so far, it formsa 
centre from which may radiate in all directions kindred thought, legitimate 
deduction, or inevitable conclusion ; yet even in this system (so loose are the 
habits of thought,) it is rare to meet in pulpit-speech or literature, a sentence 


and rings in the heart of the hearer, a sentence which impresses itself upon the 
times, which becomes proverbial as it were, or incorporated jnto the general 
expression of a community. 

The above quotation has been a favorite one with President Brigham Young, 
in his ministrations among the Latter-day Saints, for near a quarter of a 
century ; as one,—hearing it under a great variety of circumstances, and in a 
great many places, urged under quite a variety of moods, and with every tone 
and style of gesture, it always seemed fresh and full to overflowing with pro- 
priety, with solemnity, with importancs; it always seemed pregnant with 
heroic deeds, with promise of conquest, with assurance of power, seemed to 
be freighted with the inspiration of the Spirit, rounded by the friction of 
experience, and projected by the aspiration of prophetic insight ; no matter 
how viewed, hew analyzed, or how received, it will be found immortal, and go 
down through the ages to come, a proverb in the midst of Israel, used by old 
and young, always tangible, yet always unyrasped, blossoming in the enlarged 
fields of spiritual experience, with new meaning, new force, jnew life, as in- 
exhaustible as its author, and as enduring as his being. 

*¢ Live your religion ;” it is the only text given to the Church—every prin- 
ciple of practice, every ordinance, every endowment, every institution is 
involved in this, it circumscribes in sweeping circles, its extended round,— 
‘whether things past, things present, or thinys to come ;” no matter a hat 
may be modified, what changed, what superseded, or what added, the motto 
will remain in its pristine fullness and glory to illuminate and {represent the 
whole ; where the first principles of the Gospel alone are taught, the suggestion 
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is good, where advanced principles are received, it is also good, and wheresoever 
in the plenitude of revelation men may bask, being ‘“clothed with light as with 
s garment,” still this sentence is very, very good! It is suited to all lands ; in 
“the dark places of the earth,” in the midst of ‘‘ Babylon,” where’er a candi- 
date for eternal life goes down to be “‘ buried with Christ in baptism,” in the 
“gathering places of Zion,” in all “‘ the valleys of Ephraim,” upon “‘ all the 
face of the land of Joseph,” in the centre stake of Zion, as in all her outposts, 
it is equally the same, comprehensive, sententious, uncorruptible thought ; 
the most illiterate can understand enough of it for present salvation, while the 
most advanced will fail to comprehend its treasured wealth of meaning and of 
good ; time listens to this voice and ponders it, but the expectant eternities 
wait for its fullest elucidation, its harmonious music blends in either world, 
and jars no soulin one. It is an unfailing fountain and text for the Elders, 
a wotto for our homes, an iuscription for our monuments; we can write it in 
our horn-books, emblazun it on our banners, and float it on the highest 
pinnacles and towers of our temples; our infants can syllable it, our young 
men aud maidens weave it into the ribbou of their lives, fathers and mothers 
ean honor it by development, and the grey haired patriarch and matron can 
give in waning life on earth, an assurauce of its resurrection ‘‘ beyond the 
stars.” 

“Live your religion’ —moral life, social life, domestic life, political life, will 
feel the vitalizing force, and vibrate tu its healthy impulse, and waking to the 
conceptions of a higher and more noble future, tell that God is in it; all the 
relationships of the present will be enhanced by the practice,—men will become 
better menu, woinen will becuie better women, children will become more 
dutiful and obedient, and all move onward by the operatiun of intelligible law 
tu a higher plane of being; this is wisdom to the ignorant, wealth to the 
poverty stricken, and life to the dead. A religion which is simply theoretical 
may be beautiful, but impractical, and thereby valuless to its possessor; a 
religion which 1s divine is essentially workable, it is adapted to man, to his 
multifarions conditions, yet always inevitably and inherently. progressive—it 
isnot dwarfed by formula or circumscribed by books, catechisms, constitutions 
or creeds, IT 1S A LIFE, aud every ordinance, practice, or revelation is valuable 
only us it ministers to that life, cultivating, expauding, moulding, ennobling, 
ever anticipating the future, and fitting fur its experiences and resources. 

“Live your religion,” because it inculcates purity, virtue, integrity and 
honor ; not because it implies correction for misdeed, punishment for trans- 
gression, or penalty for sin : seek to be in love with that which glorifies, which 
ennobles, by the establishment of God-like motive, God-like action, and God- 
like growth ; to sustain your religion simply because of tradition or beritage, 
because of its consistency with the Bible, or because it is invulnerablé in con- 
troversy, is to miss its crowning glory ; to love it for its sanctifying power, for 
its peaceful spirit, for its inspiriting life, for its control of the secret springs of 
action, for its glowing conceptions of human duty, its solemn estimate of 
human responsibility, its prophetic assurance of human progress, and ultimate 
triumph over evil and death, is to catch a glimpse of its effulyent beauty, and 
receive an earnest of its*Jivine and sacred spirit. 

** Live your religion ;” it may be unpopular, the world may not comprehend 
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it, your associates may frown upon it, persecution and proscription may be 
arrayed against it, all hell may be in league for its overthrow, and every engine 
and device of darkness may be rushed into opposition before it ; you may be 
deprived of fellow sympathy, of social intercourse, of pecuniary advantage, of 
worldly fame, of reputation, employment, or life, in ‘‘ patience possess ye 
your souls,” truth is invulnerable, truth is eternal, truth will triumph, truth 
will certainly overcome, it hath ‘‘ the promise of this life and of that which is 
to come,” its cause will yet be vindicated by both God and man. 

‘¢ Live your religion ;” example is better than precept, consistency is better 
than creed, ‘‘ faith without works is dead,” a poor faith well lived, is better 
than a divine faith which dwells alone upon the lips, as ‘‘a living dog is better 
than a dead lion ;” be ambitious to demonstrate the superiority of that which 
you have received, constitute and sustain it as the great motor of your lives, 
sublime in activity, persistent in practice, affluent in results, rich in promise 
as to the future, and so shall it be said of you, as Pilate said of Jesus, ‘‘ Ag 
for this man I find no fault in him,” or as Jesus said of Nathanael, ‘‘ Behold 
an Israelite indeed, in whom there is no guile.” 

‘* Live your religion ;” it will deliver you from bondage to self, with all its 
surging passions; from tradition, with all its ever accumulating force and 
weight; from error, with all its blinding influences and damning processes ; 
from Babylon, with all its festering corruption and sure dissolution and death ; 
from every thing which enervates, cramps, or dwarfs the perceptions and 

‘aspirations of the immortal soul ; from slavery to custom, habit, or practice, 
the ‘‘ steps of which lead down to death ;” from bypocrisy, vanity, and false- 
hood, ‘‘The truth shall make you free,” and if the truth ‘‘ shall make you 
free, you shall be free indeed.”’ 

‘* Live your religion,” the religion of the Bible, the religion and Gospel of 
Jesus and the Father, use all its aids, seek the promised spirit ;” ‘‘ forsake not 
the assembling of yourselves together ;” ‘‘ pray without ceasing, and in every- 
thing give thanks ;” “‘in all thy ways acknowledge God, and he will direct thy 
paths ;” ‘“‘be diligent in business, fervent in spirit, serving the Lord ;” 
** blessed are they that hunger and thirst after righteousness, for they shall be 
filled ;” ‘‘ whatsoever ye sow, that shall ye also reap ; if ye sow to the flesh, ye 
shall reap corruption, but if to the spirit, ye shall of the spirit reap everlasting 
life.” Who would ask for less? Who can ask for more? Arouse ye, be in 
earnest, the heavens are waiting, the spirit is striving, the servants of God are 
calling, the signs of the times are inviting, and every impulse of time and 
eternity throbs while prompting to activity, unanimously testifying and urging, 
that ‘‘ the man who does not live his religion, swrely has no religion to live.”

nephew Samuel] P., who, upon my 
arrival was released from his labors, 
with liberty to return home. As 
bis field included the islands of Oahu 
and Kauai, I was appointed to look 
after the interests of the Church npon 
those islands until our next semi-an- 
nual Conference. I accordingly sailed 
February lst, on board the schooner 
Marion, Capt. Nika, for Kauai, where 
1 arrived after being out fifty-one 
hours. The captain is a large intelli- 

nt native and a member of the 

hurcb. While on our voyage down 
I succeeded in converting his wife, and 
I baptized her when we arrived at 
Kaloa. While I was upon the Island 
of Kauai I visited all the Branches of 
the Church upon tbat island, and held 
a native Conference at Koloa on the 
24th and 25th of February. 

March 10th I embarked on board 
the schooner Kamaile for Honolulu, 
and arrived there on the 12th. 
Started next day on a tour around 
this island, accompanied by brother 
J. 8. Woodbury, who, with brother 
Jacob Gates, Juu., had arrived from 
Utah while [ was upon Kauai. We 
made a circuit of Oahu, visiting all 
the Branches, holding meetings, 
teaching the Saints in regard to 
their duties, so far as we could gather 
them together to listen to us, until 
Sunday, April lst, when we held our 
native Conference at Honolulu for the 
island of Oahu. Soon after 11 o’clock, 
a.m., when the principal part of the 
business of the Conference had been 
concluded, and while I was speaking, 
a native dressed in livery, with sabre 
by his side, entered the room, coming 
directly to the front of the stand, 
where brother Koii was sitting, and 
informed him that Her Majesty, 
Queen Kapiolani, had arrived in 
her carriage for the purpose of at- 
tending our meeting. Brothers Koii 
and Pack met her Majesty at the 
door and escorted her up the aisle to 
a seat just to the left, but nearly in 
front of the stand, the congregation 
in the meantime rising to their feet. 
I ceased — until silence was 
restored, when continued my re- 
marks, bearing testimony to the truths 
of the everlasting Gospel, showing 
that by yielding obedience thereunto 
it would have a tendency to check the 
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tide of corruption and the now rapid 
decrease of this nation. 

Brother Pack followed, with many 
instructive remaks, which gave her 
Majesty something to reflect upon for 
some time. 

At the close of the meeting I was. 
formally introduced to the Queen by 
brother Koii, who, as you are no doubt 
aware, is an eminent lawyer and a 
member of the King’s household. 

Thé native Saints, having surmised 
that the Queen purposed visiting 
our Conference, built a bowery in 
front of our meeting-house and had 
prepared a feast in genuine native 
style for the occasion. A separate 
place having been prepared on & 
mat under the bowery for Her Ma- 
jesty, the foreign Elders, Koii, 
Kaai and his wife Nahinu, we gath- 
ered around and freely partook of 
the collation prepared for us. The 
Queen seemingly enjoyed it as well 
asany of us. While we were eating, 
the Kahaua choir discoursed sweet 
music, and some of the native sisters 
decorated the Queen and the foreign 
brethren with seis of flowers and ever- 
greens. 

At 1 o’clock the Queen said she 
would have to return, as she had an 
appointment to fill elsewhere. The 
natives pressed around her, many 
kissing ber band and manifesting great 
love for their Queen. 

As it had not been convenient for 
brother Pack and me to meet in 
Honolulu together until now, the 
books which you sent by me to the 
King were still in my possession. 
We accordingly took the opporta- 
nity to seek an interview with His 
Majesty Kalakaua, when we were 
informed that he would receive us 
at 10 a. m., the following day. At 
the. time appointed, brother Pack 
and I pr ed to the Court House, 
where we found Koii, and as he 
was about conducting a suit in court, 
he requested Kaai to take us to His 
Majesty. We found him at his Makai 
residence, superintending the con- 
struction of a fish pond. He re- 
ceived us very cordially and invited 
us into bis house. After afew minutes. 
conversation 1 informed His Majesty 
that I had lately arrived from Utah, 
and was the bearer of some books. 
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portraying the principles of our faith, 
which you had sent him in accord- 
ance with a conversation you had 
with him previous to your return 
home. I placed the books in his 
own hands, consisting of the Book 
of Mormon, Bovok of Doctrine and 
Covenants, Voice of Warning, and 
Key to Theology. At the sume time 
I requested him to read them, and 
took the opportunity in a few words to 
bear my testimony to him that they 
contained the words of life and salva. 
tion to all who would read and obey: 
The King replied that he recollected 
the conversation referred to and that 
he would read them and wished me to 
‘thank you for the same, and give you 
his kind regard. 

Brother Pack took the opportunity 
to call His Majesty’s attention to a 
petition that had been sent to him 
‘some time sivce, asking that our 
Elders might have licenses granted 
thein to solemnize marriages, the 
game as were accorded to other 
denominations. The King said that 
the administration in power previous 
to his ascending the throne was very 
much prejudiced against us, but he 
felt perfectly willing that we shvuld 
receive and enjoy all the privileges 
possessed by ctber religious denomi- 
nations in his kingdom. He said he 
had of late instructed the Minister of 
the Interior in regard to the licens» 
‘question. He advised brother Pack 
to write to the Minister of the Inte- 
Tior, suggesting such names as he 
would like to have receive license, 
@c. He spoke of his regret in not 
being able tu visit Salt Lake while 
on his eastern tour, and enquired 
concerning the natives living there. 

Before we retired, the Queen en- 
tered the room and shovk hands 
with us, remarking that she enjoyed 
herself much at our meeting the day 
previous, and hoped it would not be 
the last time. 

We remained about three-quarters 
of an hour, when we bid their Ma- 
jesties Kalakaua and Kapiolani adieu, 
feeling that the time had been very 
— and agreeably spent by us 


We have just adjourned our semi- 
annual Conference here at Laie, hav- 
ing been in session three days. The 
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natives’ at this piace generally fee] 

well, as you doubtless are aware they 
are the best ones that have gathered 
here ; according to the instructions of 
the servants of God who are laborin 

among thei. According to my ob. 
servations while I have been traveline 
upon the islands of Kauai and Oabu, 
[ tind but little if any change for the 
better with the natives from what 
they were twenty-two years ayo, 
when I used to labor among them, 
Many of them are in better circum. 
statices financially, and many are 
indifferent and careless in regard to 
their religion. The moral status of 
the people generally is truly deplorable, 
and it is no wonder that the nation is 
so rapidly decreasing. 

At onr Conference just closed, 
brother Woodbury and I[ were ap- 
pointed to labor on the island of 
Hawaii, for the next six months, 
brother Keeler on the islands of 
Kanai aud Oahu, brothers Molan 
and Gates upon the islands of Maui, 
Molokai and Lanai. Brothers Woolley 
and Lambert will remain for the pre- 
sent upon this island. 

The brethren, sisters and children 
from Utah are all well. 

Please remember me to all inquiring 
friends.

In the summer of 1875 I baptised 
L. M. Petersen and his wife and their 
Spanish muleteer, in company with 
many others at Manti, who at that 
time were renewing their covenants. 
The three named were visitors from 
tho southern border of Colorado, and 
enquirers after truth. 

There is a bit of romance connected 
with this man, Petersen, not altogether 
devoid of interest. He was a Scan- 
dinavian by birth, but Spanish- 
American by education. When eleven 
years old, in the summer of 1854, 


he strayed from a camp of the Saints 
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near Kansas City, Missouri, while 
they were waiting for William Empy, 
our emigration agent for that year, to 
rocure their teams and outfits for 


tah. 

His father and mother had both 
died during the voyage to America, 
and the rest of his family and friends, 
after many a@ fruitless search, gave 
up young Peterson as lost to them 
forever and wended their way to 
Utah, while the lost boy fell in with 
some Spanish traders from New 
Mexico, who enticed bim home with 
them, where he subsequently became 
quite proficient as » Spanish and Eng- 
lish scholar, married a Spanish woman, 
was elected a county recorder, and 
while serving in that capacity he com. 
menced cuvrresponding with the re- 
corders of Utah, which resulted in 
finding the whereabouts of his elder 
brother in Manti, and paying him 
a visit with his family, where they 
also embraced the Gospel and pro- 
vided themselves with our Church 
works, and he being ordained an 
Elder returned to his former home 
and commenced a quiet missionary 
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labor amongst the Spanish Catholics. 
He translated into Spanish some choice 
selections from our works, and with 
the aid of these and the Spanish trans- 
lation of the Book of Mormon, he 
succeeded jin baptizing about forty per- 
sons and awoke the wrath of the Span- 
ish priests and editors, 

He writes from Las Tjeras, Col.,. 
April 14'h, 1877, to his brother in 
Manti, that he expects to start about 
the 20th to the 25th of April, with his 
new converts, in twelve or thirteen 
wagons, via Albnquerque, for the Lit- 
tle Colorado, Arizona, where they in- 
tend locating with our new colonists. 
He hopes to reach there about the last 
of this month. 

I trust they will find Elders Hatch, 
Barnham, Lake, Allen and Lot Smith, 
to whose care and further instruction 
brother Petersen and his new colonists 
are earnestly commended, hoping-and 
praying also that they may prove valau- 
able aids among the Spanish speaking 
uatives and citizens of that region.

INDIAN IMPROVEMENT.—Those who do not desire the extermination of the 
Indians, but their gradual incorporation into our social and political systems, 
have a right to feel greatly encouraged at the progress made among them within 
the last eightor nine years. The last report of the Board of Indian Commis- 
sioners, not yet printed, shows that in 1868 the houses occupied by Indians 
numbered but 7,476, while in 1876 they numbered 54,717. There were then 
on the reservations but 111 schools ; there are now 344, There were then 4,718 
pupils attending school; there are now no less than 27,215 native scholars. 
Out of about 266,000 Indians the board estimates that over 100,000 wear citizens’ 
dress. The Indians raised then 126,117 bushels of wheat and 367,363 of corn; 
in 1876 they raised 463,054 bushels of wheat and 2,229,463 bushels of corn. 
They owned in 1868 but 2,683 sheep and 20,890 swine; in 1876 they owned 
447,295 sheep and 214,076 hogs. All this is certainly very encouraging, and 
proves that under a pew policy which shall hold out some inducements to 
them to follow peaceful pursuits 2 iene per cent. of the red men may be saved 
to civilization.—W ashington Star, May 7.
